ey’s personal party, consisted of him­ 
self, his son, George B. Dewey: his 
brother, Charles Dewey and wife; Cap­ 
tain Lumberton and his wife; Flag Lieu­ 
tenant Brumby, and Lieutenant Cald­ 
well. 
A social private car was pro­ 
vided for the admiral. 
In addition the 
following naval officers, as special guest t 
also accom jellied the party:

Philip and Casey; Captains O. D. Sigs- 
bee aud Roblev D. Evans; Commander 
E. P. Wood and Ensign E. L. Bennett. 
Gen. Miles also was in the party. 
The functions and the receptions that 
have tigured so prominently in the daily 
hie of Admiral Dewey since his arrival 
off Sandy Hook last Tuesday mor rn a ^ 
have proven almost too much for his 
strength. Tile admiral has been under 
such a perpetual physical and nervous 
strain that he is now almost exhausted. 
Saturday’s (ceremonies were the most 
taxing on his strength of any that he 
has yet had to undergo, and he appeared 
Sunday looking pale and worn. Despite 
the fact that he retired early Saturday 
evening and enjoyed a good night’s rest, 
the admiral Sunday was too fatigued 


t o do more than remain in his room the 
greater part of 
the time 
and rest 
quietly. 
At IO o’clock Admiral Dewey had an 
engagement to meet the Chicago Dewey 
committee aud before he came down 
sent a message to Mayor Carter Har 
risen requesting that he be not expected 
to shake hands with the members of tnt 
committee. The admiral explained this 
request by saying that he had had so 
much handshaking on Saturday that his 
hand pained nim severely. 
Admiral Dewey rose early Sunday 
morning, however, sending tor a cup of 
tea about six o’clock. 
Shortly after he 
ordered a light breakfast which was 
sent to his appartmeuts and which he 
ate alone.

finished his breakfast he sent for his 
private physician Dr. Percy, who was 
closeted with him for a few minutes.

own time to visit your city. 
I wish I 
could go to your city to-morrow, bm 
that is impossible. 
As you know I ain 
soon due in Washington. 
Then I must

I must have some rest,

is my great regret that I cannot go .it 
once to your city.

W as leaving the room there was a burst 
of applause, aud he turned aud waved a 
salute with his Uatid as he disappeared 
behind the heavy curtains. 
Mayor Harrison expressed himself as 
well pleased with tile reception given 
hun ana tile committee. 
When asked 
ii he thought that Admiral Dewey 
would go to Chicago, lie looked sur­ 
prised aud said: 
“Go: of course he will. Didn't he 
say ne would go some time. That’s all 
we came for—to get his bromise to go 
whenever he pleased.” 
Ferdinand W. Peck, United States 
commissioner to the Paris exposition, 
was among the Chicagoans and said: 
“ When Admiral Dewey goes to Chi­ 
cago he can have the whole town, the 
county aud state.” 
Early in the morning people began 
to crowd into the Waldorf-Astoria and 
they were coming ana going much of 
the day. 
But none of them was giv ii 
the pleasure of seeing Dewey. He was 
not down in the corridors of the hotel 
at any time. 
When he was escorted to 
the room to meet the Chicago delega­ 
tion he was taken down a private stair­ 
way and returned the same way. In 
every conceivable manner his move­ 
ments were guarded to keep tne curious 
crowd from getting near him. 
The delegation from Philadelphia, 
headed by Mayor Samuel H. Ashbridge, 
arrived early in the day, slipped into a 
parlor on the Thirty-third street side of 
the Hotel, and were disposed of in a very 
few minutes. The admiral came in, 
said “Good morning” to all, and then 
greeted Mayor Ashbridge, who lost no 
time in telling just what they were 
there for. He handed the admiral an 
album containing the resolutions passed 
by the Philadelphia city council, ex­ 
tending the invitation officially and of­ 
fering the freedom of the city. Mayor 
Ashbridge said: 
We know that you have many en­ 
gagements, and we do not ask you to 
come at any special time. We can only 
assure you that when you do come you 
will receive a most hearty welcome.” 
“I feel very much honored,” replied 
the admiral, “to receive the invitation. 
I will go to Philadelphia, but I cannot 
say now when I will be there, although 
I would be glad to be able to do so.” 
Before the applause could get a fair 
start he had bowed himself out. 
The Philadelphians were grateful at 
the result of their visit, and went away 
satisfied that they would some day 
welcome him iu the Quaker city. 
•Shortly after ll o'clock the admiral, 
in company with Mayor Van Wye a, 
went for a drive through Central par a 
and Riverside drive. They went in a 
closed carriage aud attracted very little 
attention.

Philadelphia.

them up and they remained with him 
about 20 minutes. 
About 7 ociock the admiral dined with 
his brother Charles and wife, his son, 
George and Lieutenants Brumby and 
Caldwell. 
The admiral retired about 
8:30. 
•‘My brother told us today.” said 
Charles Dewey, later in the day, “ that 
he did not begin to fully appreciate 
the extent and nature of his reception 
here until he alighted at the Battery 
yesterday morning and 
started up 
Broadway. Of course he saw the people 
lining the river during the naval pa­ 
rade, but he wag not close enough to 
catch their expression, and that is what 
impressed him coming up Broadway 
In speaking of the parade, he said it 
was a maguificen thing to see so many 
people smiling and to feel that they 
were smiling at him.” 


THE ADMIRAL AWAITED. 


W ashington (toady to Give H im an E lab­ 


orate R eception T onight 
and Tom orrow . 


Washington Oct. 2.—Elaborate prep­ 
arations have been made to give Ad­ 
miral Dewey a glorious and mighty 
welcome when ne returns to Washing­ 
ton this evening, the nation’s hero. His 
arrival in the city will be signalized by 
an admiral’s salute of 17 gnns aud a 
pandemonium of noise from all the 
cannon, heils and steam whistles in or 
about the city. 
From this time until late in the night 
his presence will let loose the kindled 
enthusiasm of the thousands who have 
been eagerly awaiting his coming. 
A 
civic parade of 12,000 men is only a 
small part of the first night’s proceed­ 
ings for an immense throng of the people 
will file before him for an hour, their 
number being limited only by the broad 
width of Pennsylvania avenue.

Transvaal Soldiers May Cross tho B order 


In to Natal —Forces G athered at O ther 


P oin ts—A Boer C om m andant V isited a 
N ative C hief. 


L o n d o n, Oct. 2.—It was orideat that 
Buffalo river, the northeastern bound­ 
ary of Natal, is to be the Potomac of 
the war. In view et its strategic value, 
J csp 11 us Joubert has taken personal 
oommand of the Boer forces there, es­ 
tablishing a strong line of pickets along 
the river aud has ordered the natives to 
drive in all the stock. 
All the available Burghers in the 
neighborhood have been requisitioned, 
with the result that some 2,000 have 
mobilized at Wakkerstroom, the chiol 
point of mobilization there. 
L o n d o n, Get. 2 .—From all points in 
the Transvall, Natal and Cape Colony, 
came reports of 
continued military 
activity on the frontier; and, while the 
movement of individual commands as 
yet do not show concerted plans, it is 
evident that the narrow, wedgelike 
strip of Natal, whose apex is crowned 
with the ominous name of Majuba Hill, 
will be the center of the coming storm. 
The Boers established a camp at 
^cheepers Nek, near Vryheid, and they 
will mobilize a great force on the Buf­ 
falo river today, which the authorities

at Dundee expect will move across the 
border to that spot, probably at once. 
It was believed that a conflict at this 
point will certainly occur early in the 
week. 
At the same time the Boers were col­ 
lecting a force of 2,000 men, under the 
notorious commandant Cron ie, in the 
Mulmania gold fields, near Mafeking. 
win I*'- Colonel 
Baden-Powell is sta­ 
tioned. 
i>i*t*itchc8 from Tub, Rhodesia, an­ 
nounced that another force of Burgh­ 
ers was massed at Pietersburg, about 50 
miles south, and that outlying parties 
axe posted at all the drifts along the 
Limpopo river. 
In the meantime Colonel Plummer’s 
column was moving 50 miles nearer the 
Transvaal frontier and had established 
telephone connections to within six 
miles of Rhodes drift, on the limpopo. 
Enthusiastic scenes at all the railway 
stations marked the advance ot the 
Natal volunteers. 
Dispatches from Mafeking announced 
that Commandant Orouje,commander ol 
the Transvaal border police, crossed th*- 
border and visited Chief Uaraloiga, ap­ 
parently with the object of inciting 
hun to fight. The British civil com­ 
missioner ordered the chief to stay and 
protect the women and children, tell­ 
ing him that he would not be allowed 
to fight. 
Cardinal 
Herbert 
Vaughan, arch 
bishop of Westminster, preaching in tne 
pro-cathedral, referring to the Transvaal 
crisis., said; 


“ VY ar is still .leu.Lung in the balance, 
aud a great responsibility rests Ujnm 
those deputed to suieguard the welfare 
of the Lritisn nation. 
An uujust or au 
unnecessary war would be a great na­ 
tional crime, deserving Divine chastise­ 
ment, because it would be au offense 
against God and mankind. 
“ Realizing the awfulness of war, the 
Catholic churches in Loudon Sunday 
offered prayers to Almighty God that 
light and strength aud courage De given 
to those responsible for the interests of 
the nation, and that they may be led to 
what is right and jnst.” 
P r e t o r i a , Oct. 2.—Detachments of 
bnrghers are still moving toward Volk- 
srust, the nearest station to the Natal 
border. 
It was expected that martial law will 
be proclaimed to-morrow or Wednes­ 
day. 
All civil procedures were stopiied 
until further orders, and another proc­ 
lamation postponed the sitting of th# 
circuit court . 
The sentiment of the Boers was sig- 
niflcently manifested as a train carry­ 
ing the Pretoria contingent to the front 
departed. 
Members of the Volksraad 
who were looking on exclaimed: “That 
is our ultimatum.” 
G a p e T o w n , Oct. 2.—There was less 
excitement here than nearer the frontier, 
and despite the alarming reports, many 
well informed persons in Gape Town 
discredited the idea that the Boers will 
take tile initiative. 
President Kruger, it was said, did not 
despair of the sympathy of at least a 
portion of the British Liberals, and he 
knows that if the Boers fire the first 
shot their sympathy will be absolutely 
forfeited.

well. 
A so cial private car was pro­ 
vided for the adm iral. 
In addition the 
folio wing naval officers, as special guest e 
also accoil:{willied the party: 
Hear 
Admirals Sampson. 
Schley. 
Philip and Casey; Captains O. D. Sigs- 
bee aud Robley D. Evans; Commander 
E. P. Wood aud Eusign E. L. Bennett. 
Gen. Miles also was in the party. 
The functions and the receptions that 
have figured so prom inently in the daily 
life of Admiral Dewey since his arrival 
off Sandy Hook last Tuesday morning 
iiave proven almost too m uch for his 
stlength. 
The adm iral has been under 
such a perpetual physical and nervous 
strain that lie is now alm ost exhausted. 
Saturday’s ceremonies were the most 
taxing on his strength of any th at he 
has yet had to undergo, and he appeared 
Sunday looking pale and worn. Despite 
the fact that he retired early Saturday 
evening and enjoyed a good n ig h t’srest, 
tile admiral Sunday was too fatigued 
to do more than rem ain in his room the 
greater part of 
the tim e 
and rest 
quietly. 
At it) o’clock Admiral Dewey had an 
engagement to meet the Chicago Dewey 
committee aud before he came down 
sent a message to Mayor C arter Har 
risen requesting that he be not expected 
to shake hands w ith the members of toe 
committee. 
The adm iral explained this 
request by saving that he had had so 
much handshaking on Saturday th at his 
hand pained nim severely. 
Admiral Dewey rose early Sunday 
morning, however, sending for a cup of 
tea about six o'clock. 
Shortly after he 
ordered a light breakfast which was 
sent to his appartm euts and which he 
ate alone. 
W hen the 
adm iral 
had 
finished his breakfast he sent for his 
private physician Dr. Percy, who was 
closeted with him for a few minute*. 
Admiral Dewey later called on the m em ­ 
bers of his fam ily and his relatives and 
chatted with them for fully an hour. 
He received Mayor Van W yck about 
9 o’clock. 
Mayor Van W yck acted as 
the escort of the adm iral throughout the 
day. He was present in the adm iral’s 
room, he escorted him down to the par­ 
lor where the Chicago delegation was to 
be received, and was the only repre­ 
sentative of the city in caring for its 
gallant guest. 
There were* m any callers at the W al­ 
dorf who wished to send cards to Ad­ 
miral Dewey, but few were perm itte I 
to do so, the adm iral’s fatigue being 
given as the reason. 
D uring the early 
part of tile day the only ones who were 
honored were the members of the C hi­ 
cago committee. 
About 9:25 Mayor C arter Harrison, 
accompanied by Ira R. C arter, one of 
the committeemen, arrived a t the hotel. 
I ne other members of the committee 
came straggling in, and about 9:50 they

Mayor Harrison expressed himself as 
well pleased with tile reception given 
Lim unu the committee. 
W hen asked 
it he thought that A Imiral Dewey 
would go to Chicago, lie looked sur­ 
prised aud said: 
‘‘Go.' of course he will. 
D idn't he 
say lie would go some time. 
T hat’s all 
we came for—to get. his promise to go 
whenever Im pleased.” 
Ferdinand VV. Peck, United States 
commissioner to the Paris exposition, 
was among the Chicagoans aud said: 
‘‘When Admiral Dewey goes to Chi­ 
cago he can have the whole town, the 
county aud state.” 
Early in the m orning people began 
to crowd into the W aldorf-Astoria aud 
they were coming ana going m uch of 
the day. 
But none of them was given 
the pleasure of seeing Dewey. 
He was 
not down in the corridors of the hotel 
at any time. 
When he was escorted to 
the room to meet the Chicago delega­ 
tion he was taken down a private stair­ 
way and returned the same way. 
In 
every conceivable m anner his move­ 
m ents were guarded to keep the curious 
orowd from getting near him. 
The delegation from Philadelphia, 
headed by Mayor Samuel H. Ashbridge, 
arrived early in the day, blipped into a 
parlor on the Thirty-third street side of 
the hotel, and were disposed of in a very 
few minutes. 
The adm iral came in, 
said “ Good m orning” to all, and then 
greeted Mayor Ashbridge, who lost no 
tim e in telling just w hat they were 
there for. 
He handed the adm iral an 
album containing the resolutions passed 
by the Philadelphia city council, ex­ 
tending the invitation officially aud of­ 
fering the freedom of the city. 
Mayor 
Ashbridge said: 
“ We know' that you have many en­ 
gagements, and we do not ask you to 
come at any special time. 
We can only 
assure you that when you do come you 
will receive a most hearty welcome.” 
“ I feel very much honored,” replied 
the adm iral, “ to receive the invitation. 
I will go to Philadelphia, but I cannot 
say now when I will be there, although 
I would be glad to be able to do so. ” 
Before the applause could net a fair 
start he had bowed himself out. 
The Philadelphians were grateful at 
the result of their visit, aud went away 
satisfied that they would some day 
welcome him iii the Quaker city.

L o n d o n, Oct. 2.—It was evident that 
Buffalo river, the northeastern bound­ 
ary of N atal, is to be the Potomac of 
the war. 
In view et its strategic value, 
Josphus Joubert has taken personal 
ooinm aud of the Boer forces there, es­ 
tablishing a strong line of pickets along 
the river aud has ordered the natives to 
drive in all the stock. 
All the available B urghers in the 
neighborhood have been requisitioned, 
w ith the result that some 2,000 have 
mobilized at W akkerstroom, the chiot 
point of mobilization there. 
L o n d o n, Get. 2.— From all points in 
the Transvall, N atal and Cape Colony, 
came reports of 
continued 
m ilitary 
activity on the frontier; and, while the 
movem ent of individual commands as 
yet do not show concerted plans, it is 
evident th at the 
narrow, wedgelike 
strip of N atal, whose apex is crowned 
w ith the ominous name of M ajuba Hill, 
will be the center of the coming storm. 
Tile Boers established 
a camp at 
Scheepers Nek, near Vryheid, and they 
will mobilize a great force on the Buf­ 
falo river today, which the authorities

at Dundee expect will move across the 
border to tiiat spot, probably at once. 
It was believed that a conflict at this 
point will certainly occur early in the 
week. 
At the same time the Boers were col­ 
lecting a force of 2,000 men, under the 
notorious com m andant Cronje, in tile 
M ulmania gold fields, near M afeking.

Batieu-Powell is sta­ 
tioned. 
xyiothatches from Tub, Rhodesia, an ­ 
nounced that another force of B urgh­ 
ers was massed at Pietersburg, about 50 
miles south, aud th at outlying parties 
are posted at all the drifts along the 
Limpopo river. 
In the m eantim e Colonel Plum m er’s 
column was m oving 50 miles nearer the 
Transvaal frontier and had established 
telephone connections to w ithin six 
miles of Rhodes drift, on the Lampopo.

he crawls along the bottom In search 
of any thing that he may eat. 
As he 
may eat any thing, he alway s finds It. 
His appetite Is as impartial as that of 
a g oat 
Any thing, from a dead lam­ 
prey or a bunch of sunfisb eggs to a 
piece of tomato can. Is grateful to 
him. 
In each of the fins, which represent 
his arms, is a long, sharp bone, with 
a slimy surface and a serrated edge.

In each place the halves are again 
counted, after which they are cboped 
by machinery into fragm ents. 
Not 
satisfied with this, the bits are then 
boiled in vats of bot w ater and alkali 
until they are reduced to au unrecog­ 
nizable pulp. This the law perm its the 
treasury to sell to m anufacturers of 
novelties, who make it into little mod 
els of the capitol and the W hite House. 
which are sold as souvenirs in the 
W ashington stores. New bills are is 
stied in an am ount equal to those 
destroyed.

St ates, or The HI ne Book, as it is pop­ 
ularly called, is uow being prepared at 
the interior department, says a Wash- 
ingtou special to the New York Even­ 
ing Post. 
It is issued biennially. The 
forthcoming edition will be ready to 
put into the hands of congress when it 
assembles in December, aud the facts 
covered will be brought up to the close 
of the fiscal year, Juue 30 last. 
Few 
government publications are In such 
demand as this. 
It contains tile names 
of the employees of the United States 
government, the places of their birth, 
the state aud congressional districts 
from which they were appointed, the 
duties they perform, where it is per­ 
formed ami ut what compensation. 
The Blue Book which was issued two 
years 
ago 
contained 
about 210,000 
names. 
This year’s book will be con­ 
siderably larger. 
Besides the natural 
increase, owing to Increase of popu­ 
lation. tile war aud the new dependen­ 
cies have made large additions. 
Then 
the present administration is much 
more liberal in the m atter of employees 
than its predecessor. The force enroll­ 
ed on July I, 1897, when The Official 
Register was last compiled, was es­ 
sentially as to numbers the force left 
by tl»e Cleveland administration. 
As 
between Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Mc­ 
Kinley it is a conservative estimate 
that the federal service will cost IO 
per cent more under the latter. 
If the 
White House force were to be taken 
as a test, the difference would be still 
more marked. 
During the Cleveland 
administration one vacancy at least in 
the White House clerical force re­ 
mained unfilled. The present adminis­ 
tration has. at the hands of congress, 
received a considerably increased force 
of clerks, to which have been added 
clerks detailed from the departments, 
sometimes numbering as many as 16.

The postmaster at 
Brooklyn received as compensation for 
his services $89.75 per annum.

ter, Aaron Hill, had a fixed salary of

He was allowed to have seven 
assistants at salaries paid by the gov­ 
ernm ent ranging from $110 to $700. 
The New York office had nine assist­ 
ants and the Philadelphia office five. 
Chicago then had neither postmaster 
nor assistant.

endi^ivor to obtain some sort of recog­ 
nition of his so-called goverunieut. 
The Filipino envoys had an hour’s 
contereuce with General Otis. 
They 
brought from Aguinaldo a mea-age that 
he desired i>eace and wished to send a 
civilian governmental commission to 
discus.s the <iuestiou. 
General Otis re- 
plieil that it was impossible for him f<- 
recognize Aguinaldo’* government in 
that way. 
Thev preseuUîd a ¡letter from Agui- 
naldu'as "president of the republic,’' 
which was largely a reis-titiou of hi.- 
recent appe als for recognition. 
Geiier 
Otis inforiueil them tnat while he w'a." 
willing to correspond with Aguinaldo 
as general of the insurgent force» , he 
must pijsitively liecliue t*y retx^jnize him 
as president of the civil government. 
Another conference wiU be held to­ 
day. 
The Filipinos will remain two or 
three days. 
Their movements are quite 
unrestricted, but they are under the 
constant chaperouage of Captain John­ 
son, of the Sixteenth Infantry. Snmlay 
they visited the hospitals and distributeo 
money ainbng the wounded Filipinos, 
after which they made calls and re­ 
ceived visitors at their hotel. 
Natives 
in their Sunday clothing 
thronged the Plaza in front of the hotel 
all day, stretching their necks toward 
the windows for a glimp.se of the showy 
uniforms ot the envoys. The assemblage 
finally increased to a thousand people. 
When the envoys emerged for an after­ 
noon drive, the natives removed their 
hats (lelerently, and a crowd in vehicles 
or on foot, followed the carriage through 
the streets. 
"We de.sn^ peace, but jxiace with in­ 
dependence and honor,” said General 
Alejandriuo while being interviewed. 
He imressed one a.s dignified and dis­ 
passionate anti as a keen man of tiie 
world. 
He was educated in Europ* 
and designed the remarkable eutreucii- 
ments from Manila to T;irlac. 
While 
reticent coiicerniug his mis.siou,|his con­ 
versation threw an interesting light cn 
the Filipino view of the American alti­ 
tude. 
"How long can the Filipino arms 
withstand 60,9 00 American troops ' ” 
was asked. 
"Figlning in cur way, we can main­ 
tain a state of war and the necessity 
for a large army of occupation indefi­ 
nitely. 
i oil Americans are holding a 
few miles around Manila, a narrow 
line of railroiwl to Angeles and a circle 
ol country around 8au Fernando. 
But 
you are ignorant of the resources ot 
Luzon. 
We hold the immense, rich. 
p*oUuctive northern 
country 
from 
which to draw. 
Our pooole contribute 
the money and fcKxi w'hich maintain 
our ai'iuy, and thi.s is done at a mini­ 
mum of i:ost. 
"It is an interesting question \yhat 
the cost to the Amencau people is of 
maintaining the American troops in the 
Philippines. 
We do not, of courj-e, 
know the amount, but it must lie e.\- 
cessive. 
We perceive what an Ameri­ 
can soldier requires in this climate. On 
the other hand, a Filipino exwts with a 
handful of rice and a pair of linen 
trousers. 
We do not have to pay our 
soldiers, and can practically hold up 
their wages as long as we desire.

without our present supply of arms and 
ammunition, we could keep your army 
occupieil for years. 
"With an exiKiuse that grows daily, 
how long will youjr people stand itV The 
Filipino petipie do not wisn to continue 
the fighting.

Otis informed them tout while he wa* 
willing to correspond w ith Aguinaldo 
as general of the insurgent forces, lie 
m ast positively decline to recognize hun 
as president of the civil government. 
Another conference will be held to ­ 
day. 
The Filipinos will rem ain tw o or 
three days. 
Their movements are quite 
unrestricted, but they are under tile 
constant chaperonage of Captain John­ 
son, of the Sixteenth Infantry. Sunday 
they visited the hospitals and distributee 
money ambng the wounded Filipinos, 
after which they made calls and re­ 
ceived visitors at their hotel. 
Natives 
in their Sunday clothing 
thronged the Plaza in front of the hotel 
ail day, stretching their necks toward 
the windows for a glimpse of the showy 
uniform s of the envoys. The assemblage 
finally increased to a thousand people. 
W hen the envoys emerged for an after­ 
noon drive, the natives removed their 
hats deferent ly, aud a crowd in vehicles 
or on foot, followed the carriage through 
the streets. 
“ We desii» peace, but peace w ith in ­ 
dependence aud honor,” said General 
Alejandrino while beiug interviewed. 
He imressed one as dignified and dis­ 
passionate aud as a keen m an of tile 
world.

you are ignorant of the resources ot 
Luzon. 
We hold the immense, rich,

which to draw. 
Our people contribute 
the money and food which m aintain 
our army, aud this is done at a m ini­ 
mum of cost. 
“ It is an interesting question w hat 
the cost to the American people is of 
m aintaining the American troops in the 
Philippines. 
We do not, of course, 
know the amount, but it m ust be ex­ 
cessive. 
We perceive w hat an Am eri­ 
can soldier requires in this climate. On 
the other hand, a Filipino exists w ith a 
handful of rice and a pair of linen 
trousers. 
We do not have to pay our 
soldiers, and can practically hold^ up 
tUeir wages as long as we desire. 
Even 
w ithout our present supply of arm s and 
am m unition, we could keep your army 
occupied for years. 
“ W ith an expense that grows daily, 
how long will your people stand it? The 
Filipino people do not wisp to continue 
the fighting.

There is nothing in 
it for us, nor are our salaries large 
enough to keep us fighting for money 
aud position.”

M a n il a , Oct. 2. — Aguinaldo’* third 
attempt to shift his difficulties into the 
held oi diplomacy is a repetition of the 
other one or two, with an impossible 
endeavor to obtain some sort of recog 
uitiou of his so-called government. 
The Filipino envoys had an hour s 
conference with General Otis. 
They 
brought from Aguinaldo a meterage that 
he desired peace aud wished to send a 
civilian governmental commission to 
discuss the question. General Otis re­ 
plied that it was impossible for him to 
recognize Aguinaldo’* government in 
that way. 
They presented abetter from Agui­ 
naldo as “ president of the republic,’ 
which was largely a repetition of hi.- 
recent appeals for recognition. Goner 
Otis informed them tuat while he wa* 
willing to correspond with Aguinaldo 
as general of the insurgent forces, lie 
must positively decline to recognize him 
as president of the civil government. 
Another conference will be held to­ 
day. 
The Filipinos will remain two or 
three days. 
Their movements are quite 
unrestricted, but they are under tile 
constant chaperonage of Captain John­ 
son, of the Sixteenth Infantry. Sunday 
they visited the hospitals and distributee 
money ainbng the wounded Filipinos, 
after which they made calls and re­ 
ceived visitors at their hotel. 
Natives 
in their Sunday clothing 
thronged the Plaza in front of the hotel 
all day, stretching their necks toward 
the windows for a glimpse of the showy 
uniforms of the envoys. The assemblage 
finally increased to a thousand people. 
When the envoys emerged for an after 
noon drive, the natives removed their 
hats deferent ly, aud a crowd in vehicles 
or on foot, followed the carriage through 
the streets. 
“ We desiqp peace, but peace with in­ 
dependence aud honor,” said General 
Alejandriuo while being interviewed. 
He liuressed one as dignified aud dis­ 
passionate and as a keen man of tile 
world. 
He was educated in E u ro l­ 
and designed the remarkable entrench­ 
ments from Manila to Tarlao. 
While 
reticent concerning his mission,jhis con­ 
versation threw an interesting light on 
the Filipino view of the American a tti­ 
tude. 
“ How long can the Filipino army 
withstand 60,000 American troops'” 
was asked. 
“Fighting in our way, we can main 
tain a state of war and the necessity 
for a large army of occupation indefi­ 
nitely. 
\ on Americans are holding a 
few miles around Manila, a narrow 
line of railroad to Angeles and a circle 
of country around San Fernando. 
But 
you are ignorant of the resources of 
Luzon. 
We hold the immense, rich, 
productive northern 
country 
from 
which to draw. 
Our people contribute 
the money and food which maintain 
our army, aud this is done at a mini­ 
mum of cost. 
“It is an interesting question what 
the cost to the American people is of 
maintaining the American troops in the 
Philippines. 
We do not, of course, 
know tile amount, but it must be ex­ 
cessive. 
We perceive what au Ameri­ 
can soldier requires in this climate. On 
the other hand, a Filipino exists with a 
handful of rice aud a pair of linen 
trousers. 
We do not have to pay our 
soldiers, and can practically hold up 
their wages as long as we desire. 
Even 
without our present supply of arms and 
ammunition, we could keep your army 
occupied for years. 
“ With an expense that grows daily, 
how long will you* people stand it? The 
Filipino people do not w ish to continue 
the fighting. 
We have no army con­ 
tractors. 
We have no business uieu 
making profits from 
the 
mainten­ 
ance of our army. 
There is nothing iii 
it for us, nor are our salaries large 
enough to keep us fighting for money 
aud position.” 
Discussing tile question of a recogni­ 
tion by the United States of the so­ 
called Filipino government. 
General 
Alexandrine said: 
“ The lreedom of the American pris­ 
oners who have just been turned over to 
you was decreed by the Filipino con­ 
gress. 
Your government has accepted 
them. 
It will doubtless accept any 
others that our government may free.” 
He inquired concerning the percent­ 
age of sick American troops, and when 
informed san! lie considered it small. 
He asked a number oi questions m a

The catfish belongs to an ancient 
type not yet fully made into a fish, and 
hence those whose paired fins arc all 
properly fastened to the head, a s his 
are not, hold him In well merited 
scorn. He has no scales and no bright 
colors. His fins are small and his head 
and mouth are large. 
Around his 
mouth 
are 
eight 
long 
“smellers,” 
fleshy feelers, that he pushes out as 
he crawls along the bottom In search 
of anything that he may eat. 
As he 
may cat anything, he always finds It. 
His appetite Is as impartial as that of 
a goat. 
Anything, from a dead lam­ 
prey or a bunch of sunfish eggs to a 
piece of tomato can, is grateful to 
him. 
In each of the fins, which represent 
his arms, Is a long, sharp bone, with 
a slimy surface and a serrated edge. 
These are fastened by a ball and sock­ 
et Joint, and whenever the fish is 
alarmed the bone Is whirled over and 
set In place; then it sticks out stiffly 
on each side. 
There Is another such 
bone In the fin on the back, aud when 
all of these are set there Is no tisu 
that can swallow him. 
When he takes the hook, which he 
surely will do if there Is any hook to 
be taken, he will swallow It greedily. 
As he Is drawn out of the water he 
sets his three spines and laughs to 
himself as the boy pricks his fingers 
trying to get the hook from his stom­ 
ach. 
This the boy is sure to do, and 
because the boy of the Mississippi 
valley Is always fishing for catfish Is 
the reason why his fingers are always 
sore. 
The catfish Is careless of the 
present and sure of the future. 
After 
he Is strung on a birch branch and 
dried In the sun and sprinkled with 
dust aud has had his stomach dug out 
to recover the hook, lf he falls Into the 
brook he will swim away. 
He holds 
no malice and is ready to bite again 
at the first thing in sight.—Popular 
Science Monthly.

All the paper money that passes 
through the treasury is sorted, and the 
old bills are seut to the redemption 
division, where they are searched for 
possible counterfeits. 
Then they are 
carefully counted and tied up into 
bundles of IOO notes each.

drives four holes through each of these 
bundles, of which a careful record is 
kept. The piles of bills nre then cut 
Into two parts, one set of halves going 
to the secretary's office and the other to 
the register’s office.

M anila, Oct. 2.—Aguinaldo** third 
attem pt to shift his difficulties into the 
field ot diplomacy is a repetition of the 
other one or two, with an impossible 
endeavor to obtain some sort of recog­ 
nition of hts so-called governm ent. 
The Filipino envoys had an hour s 
conference with General Otis. 
Lhev 
brought from Aguinaldo a m eltage tnat 
he desired peace and wished to send a 
civilian governm ental commission to 
discuss the question. 
General Otis re­ 
plied that if was impossible for him to 
recognize Aguinaldo’® governm ent iii 
tnat way. 
They presented ab etter from Agui­ 
naldo a* “ president of the republic,’ 
which was largely a rejs-titiou of hi.- 
receut app* als for recognition. 
Goner 
Otis informed them tnat while he wa* 
willing to correspond w ith Aguinaldo 
as general of the insurgent forces, he 
m ust positively decline to recognize him 
as president of the civil government. 
Another conference will be held to ­ 
day. 
The Filipinos will rem aiu two or 
three days. 
Their movements are quite 
unrestricted, but they are under the 
constant chaperonage of Captain John­ 
son, of the .sixteenth Infantry. 
S u u d a y 
they visited the hospitals aud distributee 
mouey among the wounded Filipinos, 
after which they made calls and re­ 
ceived visitors at their hotel. 
Natives 
in their Suuday clothing 
thronged the Plaza in, front of the hotel 
all day, stretching their necks toward 
the windows for a glimpse of the showy 
uniforms of the envoys. The assemblage 
finally increased to a thousand people. 
W hen the envoys emerged for an after­ 
noon drive, tile natives removed their 
hats dstereutly, and a crowd in vehicles 
or on foot, loliowed the carriage through 
the streets. 
“ We deal*} peace, but peace w ith in ­ 
dependence and honor,” said General 
Alejandrino while being interviewed. 
He imressed one as dignified aud dis 
passionate anti as a keen m an of tile 
world. 
He was educated in Europt 
aud designed the rem arkable entrench­ 
m ents from Manila to Tarlac. 
Will It 
reticent concerning his mission,|his con 
vernation threw an interesting light tin 
the Filipino view of the American a tti­ 
tude. 
“ How long can the Filipino arm} 
withstand 00,000 American 
troops.'” 
was asked. 
“ F ig g in g in our way, we can m ain 
tain a state of war and the necessity 
for a large arm y of occupation indefi­ 
nitely. 
V ou Americans are holding a 
few miles around M anila, a narrow 
line of railroad to Angeles aud a circle 
of oountry around Ban Fernando. 
But 
you are ignorant of the resources of 
Luzon. 
We hold the immense, rich. 
p* eductive northern 
country 
from 
which to draw. 
Our peoule contribute 
the money aud food which m aintain 
our arm y, and this is done at a m ini­ 
mum of cost. 
“ It is an interesting question what 
the cost to the American people is of 
m aintaining the American troops in the 
Philippines. 
We do not, of course, 
know the am ount, but it must lie ex 
censive. 
We perceive w hat au Am eri­ 
can soldier requires in this climate. On 
the other haud, a Filipino exists with a 
handful of rice aud a |>air of linen 
trousers. 
We do not have to pay our 
soldiers, and can practically hold up 
their wages as loug as we desire. 
Even 
w ithout our present supply of arm s aud 
am m unition, we could keep your army 
occupied for years. 
“ W ith aa expense that grows daily, 
how long will your people stand it? The 
Filipino p e o p le do uot 
w i s h to continue 
the fighting. 
We have no army con 
tractors. 
We have no business uieu 
making 
profits from 
tile 
m ainten­ 
ance of our arm y. 
There is nothing iu 
it for us, nor are our salaries large 
enough to keep us tightiug for mouey 
and jHisitiou. 
Discussing the question of a recogni­ 
tion by the L lilted States of the so­ 
called Filipino government. 
General 
Alejandrino said: 
“ The freedom of the American pris­ 
oners who liuve just been turned over to 
you wa* derived bv the Filipino con­ 
gress. 
Your government ha* accepted 
them.
